LONDON, May 


8.—The British and Germans throughout Mon- 


day were still engaged in violent fighting for possession of the town 
of Bullecourt, midway between Arras and Cambrai, and also in this 
immediate region at Roeux and between Fontaine and Reineourt, 
he British forces are now on the northern, western and eastern out- 


skirts of Bullecourt, leaving only the southern side of the 
available for a yetreat of the Germans still inside,

Unofficial re- 


ports have asserted that the British entered well into the town and 
that hand to hand fighting was going on, 

North of this sector the report is that heavy German attacks at 
Roeux and between Fontaine and Reincourt were repulsed during the 
day, while still further north, in the region of Lens, the British offi- 
cial communication records the repulse of a third German counter 
attack on the newly acquired British positions south of the Souchez 
River. The British rifle and machine gun fire entirely wiped out the 
German forces, which attacked in waves, while the supporting con- 
tingents were taken under the direct artillery fire and barrage and 


forced to give up the effort. 


Monday saw no continuation of the heavy infantry fighting of 
Sunday night east of Soissons, in the region of Moulin-de-Laffaux 
and along the Chemin-des-Dames, although the artillery continued a 
mighty duel, The French here everywhere are consolidating gains

“Western front: Army of Prinee 
Rupprecht—Near Lens and Arras the 
artillery battle again tnereased to 
great violence in the evening. The 
battle is spreading further to the east 
by way of Bullecourt, The enemy con- 
tinues his bombardment of St. Quen- 
tin, causing fires in the town and new 
damage to the cathedral. 

“Front of the German Crown 
Prince: After the heavy losses which 
the French suffered on Saturday they 
refrained for a time yesterday from 
continuing their attack. Not until 
afternoon did strong forces advance 
between Fort De Malaison and Braye. 
These were completely repulsed. 

“In the evening and at night violent 
attacks developed north of Laffaux 
and between the Soissons-Laon Road 
and Ailles after bitter fighting, during 
which we obtained local suecesses and 
inflicted heavy losses on the enemy. 
All our positions were maintained by 
our brave troops against leeal attacks 


by the French between Ailles and 
Craonne 
“On the Winterburg the fighting

The convention advocated 
the disenfranchisement of alien enemy

Explains Proposed Land 


Settlement Legislation for Returned Soldiers—Agricultural In- 
struction Will Also Be Provided for Inexperienced Men——-Rush 
of Immigration Is Expected After War, Says Minister,

OTTAWA, May 7.—When the

OTTAWA, May 7.—In the commons 
this evening, Hon, Dr. W. J. Reohe, 
minister of the interior, Introduced the 
resolution upon which a bill providing 
for land settlement for returned sol- 
diers will be based, Dr. Roche said 
they expected a rush of immigration 
after the war, The British govern- 
ment recognized this and wanted to 
keep British settlers within the em- 
pire, This was important both from 
an economie and national standpoint, 
The legislation they propose would 
apply to all soldiers of Canada, Great 
Pritain, or the overseas dominions 

Tn Other Dominions, 

Dr. Roche explained the land set- 
tlement bills which had already been 
passed in New Zealand and Australia 
The New Zealand act was administer 
ed by @ land board, Five hundred 
thousand acres were available for re- 
turned soldiers to be disposed of by 
two methods, by long term lease or by 
sule, 

The Australian land settlement 
policy was decided upon at a confer- 
ence held in February, 1916, between 
the commonwealth and the states. TT 
was decided that as the states in Aus- 
tralian all owned their own land, they 
should give the land and the com- 
monwealth should provide the money. 
The commonwealth will make loans 
to the states and they In turn will 
loan te.the eolVens wet nore. than five 
hundred pounds, 

Had To Make Estimate, 

Dr. Roche said that it was a ques- 
tion how many soldiers would want 
to settle on the land, It was impossi- 
ble to make even an approximate esti- 
mate. Many returned soldiers who 
had been farmers originally had stat- 
ed that they did not intend to go back 
to the land and that “the white lights 
were good enough for them.” Dr. 
Roche added that the Anglo-Saxon 
was not amenable to supervision and 
the returned soldier would have to de- 
cide his own allocation, but they 
would endeavor to give him as much 
guidance as possible. 

The legislation the government pro- 
poses provides for four things: 

1, Setting aside of such areas of 
dominion land in such localities as 
are recommended by the board of 
commissioners it is proposed to ap} 
point to administer the work, 

2. Soldiers to be given homesteads 
of 160 acres, 

. The provision for agricultural in- 
struction to inexperienced men, 

Provision for financial assistance 
y of loans to those who are re- 
commended as having the requisite 
skill and likely to succeed as farmers, 
for equipment, purchase of stock and 


- 
improvements The 
$2,000, 

This Applies to Prairie Provinces. 

These were the mein provisions of 
the legislation which would apply only 
to Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
herta, where the dominion owned the 
lands, The other provinces would be 
left to dispose of land to soldiers as 
they wished. It had been decided, 
however, not to confine the financial 
assistance to returned soldiers in the 
three western provinces but to make 
loans to soldiers locating on the farms 
in any province. The legislation was 
designed to assist returned soldiers to 
locate on the land and to assist in in- 
creased agricultural production,

OTTAWA, May 7.—The total enlist- 
ments for active service up to March 
$1, were 407,221 men and of that 
number 48,088 have been discharged 
medically unfit. This includes men 
who have been incapaeitated by 
wounds, 

Returns laid on the 
commons today show that 29,658 men 
were discharged in Canada exclusive 
those who have returned from 
‘rseps; 11,217 have returned to 
Canada, and been dropped from the 
military forces as medically unfit and 
1,475 were discharged erseas, The 
total of 29,658 discharged in Canada 
is taken from reports from all the 
military districts except Montreal and 
the Meritime provinces and the num- 
ber from those districts are on esti- 
mate, 

An analysis of recruiting returns in- 
@ieate that in 1916, f.001 recruits 
volunteered for overseas servicer and 
198,842 only were aceepted, The per 
centage of acceptances throughout the 
Dominion was thus 76, while $4 per 
cent were rejected,

REGIMENTS 
OF ENGINEERS 


United States To Furnish 
Men For Communica- 
tion Lines, 


NOT CONNECTED WITH 
ARMY ORGANIZATION 


Will Be Drawn From Rail- 
way and Telegraph 
Companies. 


(By Morning Bunetin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, D.C., May %7.—The 
war department announced today that 
orders hod been sent out for the rais- 
ing of nine regiments of engineers for 
Guty at the earliest possible moment 
on the communication lines in France 
These troops will be in addition to the 
forces contemplated in the edministra- 
tion's army plans, tecruiting polnts 
for the regiments will be New York 
City, St. Louts, Chicago, Boston, Pitts- 
burg, Detroit, Atlanta, San Francis- 
co and Philedelphia. 

Tho department’s statement fol- 
lows: “The war department has sent 
out orders for the raisng as rapidly as 
possible of nine additional regiments 
of engineers which are destined ta 
proceed to France at the earliest pos- 
sible moment for work in lines of 
communteation. It is requested of the 
press that no speeulation or rumors 
regarding this force be carried other 
than tnat given out. All details re- 
garding the force will be given out as 
fast as compatible with the best pub- 
lic Interesta.”’ 

Represent an Addition 

It was explained that these engineer 
forces were not in any way connect- 
ed with the army organization plan- 
ped by the war department and al- 
ready made known, They represent an 
Adgdn W The tétal Miltary prepar- 
edness program upon which the coun- 
try is now engaged, In effect the regi- 
ments will be additional technical 
units of the army which the adminis- 
tration bill authorized the president to 
organize in whatever numbers and on 
whatever plans he deems best, The 
strength of an engineer regiment is 
upproximi tely 2,000 men which would 
make a total of 18,000 men to be as- 
sembled in the new force, Ag it is 
specified that the troops are for use on 
communication lines presumably on 
railways, highways and telephone and 
telegraph lines it is assumed that the 
men will be drawn as far as possible 
from railway employees and the forces 
of the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies, ’ 

Where Officers to be Secured 

Additional offleers to supplement 
those aetailed from the active lst of 
the army or from the officers’ reserve 
corps probably would be sought 
among the engineers now engaged 
with the work of the same character 
as that which the trocps will be called 
upon to do in France. 

Because of the technical nature of 
the tasks before them it is regarded 
ns probable that no preliminary mill- 
tary training will be necessary for 
these troops and that they can be sent 
forward as rapidly as they can be re- 
crulted, ofMficered and supplied with 
personal equipment,

The Board of Trade'’s campaign for publicity and membership went off 


to a flying start on Monday night, when some 
business and professional interests in the city, met 


300 citizens, representing 


at a banquet at the 


Macdonald Hotel, and thus showed their sympathy with the object the Board 


has in view. 


The Board of Trade wants to help the city, and to do this it 


is believed that the best ‘way is to get the surrounding land settled with 
farmers of the best class. To obtain these men means that they have got to 
be informed of the success that attends farming in the district, and to pay 
tor this publicity work the Board of Trade wants to obtain some 800 new 


members, 


And it is on the road to success, 


A list of 50 or more fresh inem- 


bers was read at the dinner, and the big gathering (President Brown said “The 
most representative gathering the Board of Trade has ever had"), was another 


token, and it was revealed in the enthusiasm shown over the project. 


“Co- 


operation and the development of the community spirit for the advancement 
of the city,” was the key-note of the speeches, and the unity of object and 
willingness expressed to work together for the public good must mean well 


tor the city in the future, 


Mayor Henry. 

“Nothing is more valuable than the 
development of the co-operative and 
the community spirit here now,” said 
Mayor Henry, who led off the speakers, 
“It can do more for our city now than 
anything else, and [ hope that this 
meeting is going to mark the starting 
point of a great development and of 
the community spirit along industrial 
lines.” Mayor Henry's text was What 
value can the Board of Trade be to 
the city,” and he remarked that a 
man could take up the balance of the 
evening telling of the value that it 
could be, ‘‘We have evidence of it 
here,” said the Mayor, “It was a hap- 
py thought to call together such a 
representative gathering as we have 
here, and munifesting such a splendid 
spirit.” 

Many Problems to Face. 

Continuing, the Mayor said that the 
development of their city, like others 
in the west, had given them many 
problems to face, bur they did so with 
confidence born of the conviction that 
in Edmonton they had the making of 
one of the greatest cities in the west. 
He recalled the great resources to 
their hand, the one hundred million 
acres in the province, only five per 
cent. of which Was cultivated, the 
lumber, the mineral wealth, the fisher- 
ies, and it brought tnem to where the 


Board of Trade could help. They 
could develop only atong industrial 
lines, They could not expect boom 


days again, so they must establish in- 
‘lustries, create pay-rolls, The Board 
of Trade could help by bringing in- 
dustries. They could not be brought 
by giving bonuses, they must have 
markets, and to give them markets 
there must be the people. By publi- 
elty given by the Board of ‘Trade 
much could be done to bring the people 
here. Some might suggest that this 
was a government matter, the busi- 
ness of the government was to start 
the flow of immigration, but the Board 
of Trade could divert the flow to Ed- 
monton. 

More Co-operation, Says Dr. Tory 

“If we could cut out a little of the 
competition among us, and get a lit- 
tle more co-operation, it would in- 
crease business 50 per cent.,"’ said Dr. 
Tory, president of the University of 
Alberta, who spoke on “The value of 
organization.” Organization, said the 
speaker, can be called the machine for 
putting to the best effect the united 
thoughts and working of a number of 
people. It must have for its object 
something that was worth while. He 
took it that in the Board of Trade 
there was a common purpose—the 
well-being of the community in which 


they lived, and how they could in- 
creasingly benefit the city by their 
work, 


Possibilities of Research. 

Referring to the fact that they must 
have a clear idea of what they want- 
ed.to uccomplish, Dr, Tory said that 
there were great possibilities in the 
province in the way of research—both 
agricultural and mineral. As instance 
how much this was needed he alluded 
to the army of thousands of chemists 
engaged in research who were behind 
Germany's industries before the war 
broke out. They needed, he empha- 
sized, a group of men like the Board 
of Trade to stand behind and give sup- 
port to similar work in the province, 
He referred to the visit paid to the 
University by the members of the 
Rotary Club, and how surprised they 
were when visiting the laboratories at 
what was being done in this direction, 
ind he asked for similar interest from 
the Board of, Trade. He asked them 
to think of them all as working to the 
one end. 

Farmers Are Needed. 

“We want farmers here to cultivate 
our Jands, and not merely home- 
steaders to push back our frontiers," 
sald G, B, Chadwick, chairman of the 
Board of Trade Publicity Committee, 
who outlined the publicity campaign 
which the Board of Trade is taking in 
hand, There were some people, he 
ald, who did not know how much had 
een accomplished in the district by 
means of publicity, The best way to 
sdvertise the country was to “show the 

eople.” They could not show all the 
people, but the next best thing was 
'o show exhibits, This had been done 
ind had been responsible for a large 
number of farmer settlers. He be- 
lieved that the exhibits at the Chicago 
stock show was the result of hig 
tather’s efforts, 

Need of Publicity LAterature. 

Now they were shut out from this 
advertising, and so the last best thing 
to do was to issue a well-written book 
with pictures and authentic statements 
from farmers. There was never a bet- 


ter time to do this than now, and a 
campalgn would be instituted to send

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the buok around to good prospects. 
One idea was to send the book round 
to the senior and junior year classes 
of the agricultural colleges in the 
States, as this was thought to be a way 
of getting the literature in more than 
ordinarily intelligent hands. Going 
through the States now was a different 
matter to what it used to be, people 
knew something about the country 
how, but their ideas wanted bringing 
to a head, and if the people in the 
south of the province got a little more 
busy than Edmonton chey would get 
them. He asked everyone present to 
co-operate in getting the money for 
the campaign, and if they knew of 
farmers who had a good record to give 
in their names, Mr. Chadwick humor- 


ously alluded to the fact that the 
farmers’ stories were so good in 
general that they would not be 


believed, 
F. M. Black’s Address 
“In the matter of. publicity the 
great point that has to be observed is 
telling the truth,’ ’said F. M. Black, 
member of the utilities commision and 
late president of the Calgary board of 
trade. Mr. Black added that he had 
no doubt of that being done here be- 
cause all the evening he had heard not 
a word of city lots, but a great deal 
of the country about Edmonton. The 
speaker alluded to the gathering as 
one full of possibilities and went on 
to relate What had been done at Cal- 
gary, where although they had been 
told that it could not be done, the 
bourd of trade before he left had gone 
into headquarters with a three-year 
lease and with a balance of $8000 in 
war bonds. The speaker advocated 
the establishment of a commercial 
centro, where business men could 
meet and study the situation. The 
preat trouble was always the failure of 
men to understand each other, and 
thelr coming together would remove 
the causes of friction. ‘He believed 
that any movement eet on foot by 
business men when they got together 
should be in the nature of a dynamic 
force in the community, He asked 
them to turn their efforts to introduc- 
ing this spirit. He hoped to be a 
citizen of Edmonton fur a considerable 
time and would be very sympathetic 

to any moyement of the kind. 
Best Kind of Settlers 

“The fact to take into consideration 
when bringing in settlers, is to try 
and select those that have the right 
kind of mentality to carry on the kind 
of work that you want carried -on,” 
was the advice of W. F, Stevens, live 
stock commissioner for the province 
of Alberta. The addresg given by 
Mr. Stevens was full of interest, as he 
dealt with the question of settlement 
from several important standpoints. 
One was the consideration that must 
be given to local conditions, the fac- 
ilites that might be available for ob- 
taining education and social inter- 
course, although as he remarked, no 
family need be lonely that had the 
means of transportation to the near- 
est neighbor, Also | consideration 
should be given to the character and 
niental vision of the men, He pointed 
out that farming was an industry for 
which pr vision had to b> made a year 
ahead, and the salary man who had 
been used to working on uw gnonthly 
basis in figuring his accounts was like. 
ly to get “balled up,” to use the des- 
criptive phrase. Also there was the 
danger to the community from men, 
such as he had seen, who started out 
to work at 8, 9 and cven 10 o'clock 
in the morning, and districts with this 
kind of men suffered until they got 
enough good men to turn the scale. 
In another direction Mr, Stevens eaid 
that an izaportunt factor in local con- 
ditions was that the only products of 
the soil that could suitably be grown 
here in large quantities were those 
that could best stand exporting, re- 
ferring particularly to grain, live 
stock and live stock products. Here 
the live stock industry was n.ore pro- 
f table than any other and any schemo 
for the development of the live stock 
industry meant that the farmers must 
have enough land for pasturage and 
hay, and as he had remarked before, 
this meant more than a quarter sec- 
tion of land, If they wanted the farm- 
ers here they had to pay the price 
and that was more than one quarter 

section of land.

Boartd of Trade President 

J. E. Brown, president cf the board 
of trade, made an appeal for mem- 
bership for the publicity campaign, 
saying that they should have no dif- 
ticulty in obtaining three or four thou- 
sand more setiiers.

WIN-THE-WAR 
PARTY LEADS 
IN AUSTRALIA 


Premier Hughes With Liberal 
Coalition Assured of Victory 
In Lower House, 


MELBOURNE, May 6.—Harly re- 
turns from today’s elections indicate 
that the Nationalists, of which Pre- 
mier Hughes is the leader, have won 
several seats ip the lower house and 
ure assured of a majority there. The 
complexion of the senate has not been 
determined by the first returns. Pre- 
tnler Hughes was re-elected to the 
house. 

Officials of the Labor party, of 
which Premier Hughes formerly wag 
leader, split recently on the question 
of conscription, which Hughes strong- 
ly advocated and the party machino 
disowned him. The premier with 
some other Laborites, who still sup- 
ported him, formed a coalition with 
the Liberal, party, whose leader is 
rank Cook, and took for their slogan 
the phrase “Win the War.” 

The Hughes-Cook coalition’ stvod 
for the strongest possible Australian 
war policy and in opposition to the 
oficial Labor party. 

Much bitterness arose in the cam- 
paign by charges against Premier 
Hughes that he offered a bribe to 
Senator Watson, of New South Wales, 
to obtain his support. 

The election was the first federal 
parllamentary election heid since 
Hughes became prime minister more 
than two years ago.

Captain Harry Coombs Receives 
Fitting Welcome Home After 
Facing Rigors of War 


Bulletin Correspondence, 

Peace River, May 4.—-Several hun- 
dred persons met the Edmonton train 
today, 'riday, to give welcome to a 
brave soldier, Captain Coombs, who 
not only has done his country honor by 
signal bravery, but is ready to continue 
that service his country needs from all 
to make victory certain. 

The train steamed into the station 
amid the singing of the scholars of the 
public school, ‘for the event, the 
children had beén training and were 
marshalled by the principal, Mr, 
Russell, assisted by the teachers, Cap- 
tain Thomson, of the Salvation Army, 
led the music with the cornet, and 
people getting off the train waved their 
hats us the notes of the “Maple Leat” 
broke out, 

When the train came to a stop and 
Captain Harry Coombs stepped from 
the carriage he was met by a ringing 
volley of cheers, “Hello, Herry,” 
broke out from several quarters and 
recognising the voices he responded, 
“Never felt better in my life.” 

It will be recalled that Capt. Coombs 
joined the forces in the earliest days 
of the war and that to do so he had to 
travel with several others long  dis- 
tances to get to recruiting posts. He 
had been in a comfortable position in 
the George store In Peace River and 
Has a homestead nearby. But sense- 
ing the greatness of the task confront- 
ing the Allies and realizing the fact 
that ultimate victory could only be at- 
tained if the forces of the Allies were 
adequate to hold the enemy, he deter- 
nmiined to help by joining at once, This 
meant a trip which to tenderfeet would 
be terrible. Leaving Peace River 
without certainty of being accepted 
and paying his own expenses, which 
amounted to over &60, he made his way 


to Grouard over abominable roads, | 
walking most of the way. Thence by 
lake and river to Bdmonton, where 


he was one of the first to enlist, and, | 
being accepted, he joined as a private. | 
Through merit und sheer determina- 
tion to do his part well he was pro- | 
moted until now he holds the com- 
mission of captain. He has been | 
wounded on several occasions, His | 
last experiences were in barbed wire 
entanglements, in which he was trap- 


ped with several others and from 
which it is a wonder any returned | 
alive, In all his experiences he has | 


shown a modesty characteristic of men | 
of noble spirit, seeking not his own, 
but the general good. 

Men who knew him here in the early 
days speak of him as “white.” He is 
known as a clean, healthy and splendid 
specimen of manhood. Because of 
his record and because he is one of the 
first to return from the scene of the 
war, though only for a short visit, the 
citizens felt that they could not allow 
the occasion to pass without showing 
what they thought of his brave con- 
duct. ‘The children marched back to 
school and then ringing cheers rose as 
they received word that in commemor- 
ation of the event the day was to be 
finished as a holiday.

The Government of Alberta has 
done more to supply this help than 
any other Government in Canada, 
The Legislature at the recent ses- 
sion put on the statute book mea- 
sures which, if worked out accord- 
ing to spirit and intent, will re- 
yolutionize the conditions of farm- 
ing in this province, will give 
stimulus to the immediate increase 
in the production of food-stuffs, 
and will put the farmer perman- 
ently ‘‘on his feet’? as a business 

Aside from raising troops for 
the battlefields in Europe, the 
problem of the hour in Canada is 
how to bring about the production 
of the largest possible crops. The 
cost of living in Canada is an out- 
rage and a menace. © The world’s 
supply of food is seant. There is 
an awful possibility that free 
civilization might be literally 
starved into submission to the dis- 
ciplined fiendishness of Kultur, 


This is a problem that every 
Government in Canada should . be 
concerned about, to the extent of 
doing something mofe effective 
than tendering advice. Talk is 
cheap, but it does not meet the 
case. It will not do to simply tell 
the farmer that he ought to grow 
more wheat and raise more meat 
animals. The market quotations 
have told him that for the past 
man. At the risk of being ac- 
cused of class legislation the Gov- 
ernment proposed, and ‘the Legis- 
lature agreed, to put the credit 
and iwachinery and authority of 
the province into co-operative 
partnership with the farmer, to 
the end that he may farm better 
aud farm more extensively. 


By the Seed Grain Act, the Pro- 
vincial ‘l'reasurer is empowered to 
authorize any person to advance 
seed grain to the holder or oceu- 
pant of patented land, or to au- 
thorize a chartered bank to ad- 
vance such person the money 
with whieh to purehase seed 
grain; the province guaranteeing 
paymeut of the debt. The offer 
applies equally to the wife or 
other representative of an owner 
or occupier who is on active ser- 
vice. This measure at once re- 
moves all danger, so far as patent- 
ed land is concerned, that fields 
will not be sown becanse the owner 
or occupant cannot get the seed. 
Not. an acre of patented land will 
be without crop this year in Al- 
berta fur the reason that seed can- 
not be got to sow it. 


Under the Farm Loans Act the 
Government is empowered to bor- 
row ten million dollars on the 
credit of the province and to re- 
loan it to farmers at cost, on terms 
of payment extending over thirty 
years.  Oue immediate effect of 
this should be the transference of 
a vast amouut of idle land from 
speculators to the possession of 
farmers who will put if under 
Auother wil! be to enable 


crop. 
men who have been holding Jand 
which, for want of capital, they 


were unable to bring under culti- 
vation, to break it up aud sow it 
and convert it from useless raw 
land into cultivated farms. Still 
another will be to enable farmers 
to equip their farms with build. 
ings and other improvements 
necessary to the carrying on of 
larger operations. Still greater 
perhaps, will be the indirect effect, 
in establishing the terms and con- 
ditions which loan companies will 
have to concede if they wish to do 
a loaning business on farms in 
this province. 

The Co-operative Credit Act is 
a measure designed to help the 
farmer to help himself to get short 
term Joans for the purchase of 
seed, feed and other farm sup- 
plies, the purchase of implements 
and machinery, the purchase of 
stock, or for financing the work 
of putting in and harvesting — his 
crop. Decision as to whether an 
applicant shall get a loan is left 
with the local co-operative society 
of which he is a member, that is, 
with his neighbors, who should 
know his circumstances and his 
character better than is possible to 
either a banker or to the Govern- 
ment, Loans made under the Act 
are secured by the property of the 
borrower, backed by the credit of 
the co-operative society, and the 
lender is further guaranteed 
ugainst loss by the province to 
half the amount of the loan, while 
the local municipality is empower- 
ed to guarantee the other half. 
Obviously, the advantage of this 


the farmer who, by reason of be- 
ing a stranger in the country or of 
not having his farm largely culti- 
vated, would be unable to get a 


loan in the ordinary way—that is, 
to the one who needs it most and 
who without it could not respond 
to the demand for increased pro- 
duction. 


The purpose of the ‘‘Cow Bill’’ 
is to enable fariners to buy cows 
and heifers for breeding purposes. 
Any persen who has obtained 
entry for a homestead is eligible 
for, the loan, Loans may be 
secured for terins up to five years, 
The interest rate is six per cent. 
The province guarantees the 
lender the amount of the note and 
interest. At a time when beef is 
at un-heard-of prices, and little or 
no prospect of it getting cheaper, 
the prospective advantages of this 
Act to townspeople, as well as to 
farmers: is sufficiently apparent. 
Though a loan for the putchase of 
breeding stock cannot bring re- 
sults as quickly as a loan for seed 
grain, this arrangements will en- 
able the farmer who is starting 
operations on a homestead to 
utilize the grass and hay which 
would otherwise go to waste, as 
well as help the one on a more de- 
veloped farm to increase his herd. 
Just because years must elapse 
before the world’s supply of beef 
can be brought back to normal, 
this Act is of particular import- 
ance. It assures that Alberta 
farmers will get a share of the 
benefits of the high prices while 
they last, and in the meantime 
will be doing their ‘bit’? in this 
as in other respects to keep the 
cost of living sumewhere within 
bounds of reason.
